Chaos rules Quebec issue 


From Reform’s ‘Berlin Wall’ to NDP’s ‘Hug a Quebecer’ 
there’s no clear solution forthcoming

he moment after Prime Minister Jean 
| oe was asked what he would do if 
Québec ever voted to separate, the mod- 
erator of the French language debate faint- 
ed. Chrétien was apparently furious with her 
for stealing his answer. 

National unity is back in the spotlight, 
partly thanks to Québec’s would-be 
Napoleon, Jacques Parizeau, who has admit- 
ted he was quite prepared to unilaterally 
declare independence. After that, Parizeau 
planned to annex Austria and invade 
France. 

Bloc Québécois leader Gilles “Il Duce” 
Duceppe immediately denied having any 
knowledge of Parizeau’s plans and added, “if 
you believe that, I have some Bre-X shares 
I'd like to sell you.” 

Il Duce then contributed his own exciting 
plot twist to the Great Canadian soap opera 
when he explained that if Quebecers vote to 
separate it’s not necessarily a permanent 
split. According to Il Duce, a few years later 
they could elect a federalist government and 
announce they're rejoining Canada because, 
under international law, they could claim 
“they had their fingers crossed.” 

Thanks to Duceppe, Canadians were pre- 
sented with the intriguing possibility that 
instead of an actual divorce, some sover- 
eigntists might actually be more interested 
in exploring a Trial Separation. The idea of 
Trial Separatism is exciting because it 
means both Québec and Canada could start 
dating other countries. This would make it 
much less tawdry when Québec flirts with 
France and Canada hops into bed with the 
United States. 

Duceppe’s campaign has been so inspiring 
he recently unveiled a new strategy that 
consists of apologizing for being elected 
party leader, apologizing for ever having 
been born and suggesting everyone really 
ought to ignore him and talk to Lucien 
Bouchard. 


Meanwhile, Bloc West leader Preston 
pat is demanding an immediate debate 






Montreal. This isn’t just his party’s unity pol- 
icy, italso explains how Reform plans to put 
thousands of Canadians back to work — re- 
drafting maps, building the wall and running 
all the new border crossings. 

The New Democratic Party’s nurturer-in- 
chief Alexa McAudrey was so unimpressed 
by Reform’s plan, she accused Preston of 
attempting to start a civil war — which 
would help explain why he’s always shoot- 
ing his mouth off about the dangers of gun 
control. 

Unfortunately for Alexa, it’s hard for her 
to look like a visionary on the unity issue 
when the NDP’s policy on preserving 
Canada essentially boils down to “hug a 
Quebecer.” 

Preston’s musings have also infuriated 
Prime Minister Chrétien, who doesn’t want 
to talk about Québec. Ever. The official 
Liberal policy on Québec is that everything 
will be fine as long as Chrétien shuts his 
eyes, clicks his ruby slippers together three 
times and proclaims, in broken English, 
“dere’s no place like ome.” 

When former Mulroney co-conspirator 
Kim Campbell declared that elections aren’t 
the time to talk about complex issues, she 
was mocked as an out-of-touch élitist. But 
when Chrétien says he won't talk about 
Québec, at least he’s being consistent. 
Chrétien didn’t even want to talk about it 
during the last referendum campaign. 

Chrétien claims he doesn’t understand 
why anyone is even interested in the issue 
— although it seems sort of obvious 's 
tough to have much confidence in a nation: 
government that can’t actually hold on to 
the nation. That’s why the Liberals are going 
to court to claim separation is illegal. Then, 
if Québec tries to leave, the Liberals can 
always stop it by handcuffing it to 
Newfoundland. 

Meanwhile, Tory leader Jean Charest is 
presenting himself as the last best hope for 
a united Canada — and he might be right. 
aon Charest neglects to mention is that his 

chance to stop separatism would be to

Liberal promise gets a warm welcome

ast July, when Canada hosted the 
[iv annual International 

Conference on AIDS in Vancouver, 
activists and AIDS workers were angry 
when the federal government failed to 
renew its National AIDS Strategy. 

Funding for the program had been 
spoken for and programs financed 
through the initiative were scheduled 
to end in 1998. Snubbed by Prime 
Minister Jean Chrétien, who skipped 
the conference and sent Health 
Minister David Dingwall instead, AIDS 
activists were outraged. After a year of 
lobbying, the Liberals have vowed 
they'll renew the Strategy, funding 
AIDS research and education with 
$40.7-million a year for five years. 

The timing of the announcement 
may be politically inspired but most 
AIDS workers don’t care. 

“This is probably an indication of 
lobbying at various different levels of 
government,” said Sandra Maygard, 
director of programs at the AIDS 
Network of Edmonton. 

“It’s the reality of the political pro- 
cess that unless there is the commit- 
ment on the part of individuals and 
community groups, it might not be 
renewed.” 

As far as an AIDS strategy goes, she 
doesn’t support any one party, but 
wants effective education, research, 
treatment and support programs. 

“I would certainly hope (the 
Strategy) would be continued regard- 
less of who is in power,” said Maygard. 
Some 25 per cent of the Network's 
annual budget of $450,000 comes from 
the federal program. The remainder 
comes from the province, fund-raising 
drives and corporate sponsorships. 

The group is. currently working to 
fine-tune its public education pro- 
grams, which include support for AIDS 
patients and those infected with HIV. 

While breakthroughs in medical 
treatment have dramatically improved 
prospects for AIDS patients during the 
past year, Maygard said many people 
still have old information and beliefs 
about the disease. Education is the 
closest thing to a cure. 

“The reality is that HIV is in the com- 
munity and some of the strategies are 


targeting groups that are harder to 
reach — IV drug users; young gay men 
are still seroconverting (testing posi 
tive for HIV) and we are seeing more 
people who are HIV positive who are 
poor, living in the inner city, in pov- 
erty,” Maygard said 

“Youth are at risk whether they are 
gay or straight and there’s a lot of 
work being done in the aboriginal 
community.” 

Further funding will help deliver 
health and prevention issues to specif- 
ic groups of people at risk of infection, 
she adds, 

Dr. Bryce Larke, a clinical virologist 
and AIDS medical consultant to 
Alberta Health's communicable dis- 
ease control branch, knows AIDS is a 
hot political subject 

“The Reform Party had complained 
long and loud that AIDS doesn’t kill 
many people,” he said, “But I think any 
cause of death needs to be looked at in 
terms of potential years of life lost — 
and look at the (young) age of people 
who die of AIDS.” 

Until recently, AIDS groups across 
the country had every reason to 
believe no new funding was forth- 
coming. Health Minister David 
Dingwall wrote to AIDS in November 
suggesting they ought to “consider the 
eventuality that federal support for 
these programs is withdrawn,” Larke 
said 

“There was speculation as to what 
that meant. So this (Liberal promise) is 
very welcome 

The funding also affects pure 
research and helps many areas of 
health. Medical and social research 
groups were endangered without 
renewed funding. 

“Hopefully this will stabilize a criti- 
cal base of research teams, that they 
will not be dissolved. It’s critical to the 
strength of the whole research com- 
munity of Canada.” 

Maggie McGinn, program adminis- 
trator for the Edmonton Persons 
Living with HIV Society (Living 
Positive), notes Canada’s research 
community was responsible for the 
development of 3TC, a drug widely 
used in treating people who test posi- 
tive for HIV and those who develop 





AIDS. And much of the ongoing 
research has broad applications 

‘There have been major advances in 
understanding the immune system, 
which has helped develop research for 
many other illnesses,” said McGinn 
who's HIV-positive 

AIDS needs to be seen as “a health 
issue for all Canadians,” she added. 

Beyond new funding initiatives, 
Living Positive, which runs education 
and support programs for HIV/AIDS 
patients, their family and friends, can 
only ask for one more thing, McGinn 
said: “a cure.”

he people have spoken 
T Edmonton's top three websites, 

selected by SEE Magazine 
readers in the 1997 Best of Edmon- 
ton survey, represent a wide range 
of interest and provide Netizens 
with an enormous amount of local 
and global information. 

First place goes to CKUA Radio. 
The public broadcaster’s website 
is a newbie. While the station was 
off the air, the Internet was 
employed to fight for CKUA’s 
revival (that site was built for the 
Save Alberta Public Radio Society, 
linked to the CKUA site). 

Now that the station is back on 
the air, it’s using the Internet as a 
newsstand and a new medium, 
offering surfers around the world 
broadcasts in RealAudio. 

The page also provides a pro- 
gram guide and outlines recent 
changes in the station’s program- 
ming. And it links listeners to the 
SAPRS home page, where brows- 
ers can read up on news clips doc- 
umenting the station’s demise and 
revival — although for some 
bizarre reason, this otherwise thor- 
ough clipping centre doesn’t 
include exhaustive coverage from 
SEE. Humpf! 

Second place this year goes to 
ITV — the station that took its 
viewers by the hand and led them 
to the Internet by airing a bold 
weekly segment about life on line. 

What makes the ITV site a win- 
ner? As a journalist I’ve always

found it to be an invaluable res- 
ource. When it comes to tracking 
local issues, ITV's website is 
remarkable. For starters, the page 
features local search capabilities. 
If you know something happened, 
say a couple of months ago, you 
can search ITV’s news telecast 
scripts by punching in keywords. 

Different segments of ITV’s 
news casts are up for grabs on the 
home page. You can click on to 
everything from breaking news to 
regular features such as Your 
Money. Or you can jump to impor- 
tant hotlinks mentioned on recent 
newscasts as resource sites. 

Third place goes to a site that 
tells a lot about Edmonton. Called 
E-View, this site’s fingers are in 
everything. Its depth is as remark- 
able as its graphics are gaudy. 

This site could be a life-saver. 
You know how you never know 
what to do with out-of-town visi- 
tors? Just log on to E-View’s tour- 
ist section for information on 
local, area and provincial events. 
Its newsstand is remarkable, post- 
ing small newspapers, such as the 
Stony Plain Reporter, along with 
big-time media such as The 
Christian Science Monitor. 

The site also has a local busi- 
ness guide and as many hotlinks as 
there are stars in the sky.

Magine you've studied in a country with one of the 
oldest histories of printmaking, then Europe and the 
United States. Where would you go next to take your 


art form still further? 

For Koichi Yamamoto, born and educated in Japan, 
the choice was the University of Alberta's department 
of art and design. Begun in 1969, the university's print- 
making masters program, the oldest of its kind in 


Canada, is today described as one of the most respect- 


ed printmaking programs in the world.

The current exhibit of graduate work from the pro- 
gram reconfirms the university’s eminence as a centre 
of printmaking excellence. Discipline and expression 
are present in equal measure, in the technical 
demands of making a fine print and the vision the 
artists have brought to the medium. 

There’s a controlled unleashing of images in the 
work of the 12 artists currently on show at the U of A’s 
FAB Gallery. Some of the prints are hung without 
glass, the better to see the detail of images transferred 
from copper plate to paper. 

Yamamoto’s work is strongly influenced by geogra- 
phy, the natural shapes and fissures of the land. It’s 
spare and powerful and beautifully balanced. 

Laurel Ferster has a more abstract, almost painterly 
dynamic to her etehings. Using architectural shapes, 

‘Ferster creates collages from screenprints and litho- 
graphs. 

Yet another technique is employed by Nancy Fox, a 


first-year graduate student. She 
has transferred photographic

» The co-ordinator of the U of A’s 
printmaking department is Walter ~ 
Jule, a veteran printmaker. Thirty _ 
years of using copper plates as his - 
canvas has not diminished his 
excitement about printmaking. 
“Don’t you think there is something paradoxically 
wonderful about multiple originals?” he asks. 

Jule compares the art of printmaking with jazz. 
Each has an element of craft and improvisation, he 
says. “There’s a bit of individual mastery and then 
there’s this communal thing. We do share the print- 
making space, the studio, the press, the acid baths.” 
He describes the prints produced by this collaboration 
as “the product of our dialogue.”

ther consolidated Edmonton’s position as a centre for 
the study of printmaking. While nurturing new talent, 
the department can draw on inspiration from the col- 
lection, including works by such masters as 
Rembrandt and Durer as well as contemporary artists 

The current student exhibit is a foretaste of this 
fall’s international printmaking conference, hosted by 
the university. 

Sightlines: An _ International 
Symposium on Printmaking and 
Image Culture runs Oct. 1 - 5, 1997 
The conference will see an unprece- 
dented gathering of some of the 
world’s leading print artists. In all, 300 
artists from-more than two-dozen 
countries are expected to attend. Half 
of these will exhibit their work during 
the conference. 

The forces behind the conference 
are Jule, Lyndal Osborne and Liz

Anna (Sophie Marceau — 
Braveheart), a privileged young St 
Petersburg woman, travels to Mos- 
cow to help her brother with his 
marital problems. It is there she 
first meets and falls for the suave 
Count Vronsky (Sean Bean — 
Patriot Games). All this is rather 
ironic, as Anna herself is married 

Vronsky pursues her back to St 
Pete’s, where he creates a social 
stir by attempting to woo her away 
from her stuffy and impassioned 
husband. 

Meanwhile, Constantine Dmit- 
rich Levin (Alfred Molina}, a friend 
of Anna’s brother, longs for Anna’s 
sister-in-law Kitty (Mia Kirshner), 
but believes she will always be 
beyond his reach. It is Levin who 
narrates the story, as both he and 
Anna quest for true love. Ultimate- 
ly, the two end up in quite differ- 
ent situations. 

This film has played to mixed 
reviews in other cities, which isn’t 
too surprising. For one thing, 
writer/director Bernard Rose 
(Immortal Beloved) has con- 
densed the lengthy novel into less

than two hours of screen time. 
Doubtless, fans of the written ver 
sion might be put off by what this 
film version has left out. 

Rose’s film is also far from sub- 
tle when it comes to evoking emo- 
tions. Few dialogue sequences go 
by without a stirring shot of 
Tchaikovsky in the background 
and the dramatic settings and cine- 
matography often demand that 
they be noticed. Some viewers 
might find such elements a tad 
obvious and perhaps even insult- 
ing to their intelligence. 

While we do end up sympathiz- 
ing with Anna and Levin, altogeth- 
er this is not a down-to-earth, 
slice-of-life type movie, nor is it 
likely intended to be. Anna Karen- 
ina is to that kind of movie what 
opera is to independent theatre; 
both are equally valid, but neither 
one should be judged by the crite- 
ria of the other.

Indigenous Film. The 28-minute production documents the strug- 


gles of a small group of scholars and Haw ailan-speakers to rescue 
the language from the brink of extinction. 

David With FAS is also nominated for more than one award. The 
film, by Edmonton's Gil Cardinal, is up for Best Documentary Under 
30 Minutes. A personal account of a victim of fetal alcohol syn- 
drome, it includes video footage shot by David, the film's subject. 

Perfect Crime is described as a “rock-u-drama” portraying the 
appalling and sometimes shocking treatment of aboriginal children 
in the residential school system. 

Other categories in the Abbies are Best Actor, Best Actress, Best 
Variety Program, Best Experimental, Best Production by a Non- 
Aboriginal Team, Best Animation, Best Information Program in an 
Ongoing Series and Best Cinematography. 

Nola Wuttunee, president of the board of directors for Dream- 
speakers, says the direction of aboriginal film-making is changing. 

“The films are moving away from telling hard luck stories.” 

Aboriginals are also starting to use various media, she says. 
Animation and experimental films are being made to get the mes- 
sage out too. She adds the message is the same as that of conven- 
tional film-makers — healing — but it’s not-as obvious. “It could be 
something like a dance with a hidden message.” 

A sold-out crowd was on hand for the screening of the festival's
